A 
camp is always selected as being the 
best piece of grazing ground on the 
farm, and capable of holding more 
stock in proportion than any other 
part of the farm.

NORTHERNMOST RAILWAY STATION 


United States instead of seeking new 
homes in Norrland, because that part 
of the kingdom lacked means of com¬ 
munication by laifti with the capital 
and tho southern provinces. The 
coast cities suffered in the winter 
when ice covered the sea as much as 
the interior settlements suffered the 
year round. When it was discovered 
that Norrland has great hidden riohes 
tho Government decided to grant 
money for the bnilding of a railway 
which idiall connect the extremes of 
the kingdom. 

This Northern Think Line of 
Sweden is now completed, and has just 
been formally opened • by King Os¬ 
car. King Oscar is said to be Swed¬ 
en's ablest orator, aud ho made “the 
speech of his life." The festivities 
surpassed anything of the kind ever 
seen before in that country. 

The now railroad conuects at Bo- 
d«u. near tho Gulf of Bothnia, with 
the northernmost railroad iu the 
world, running from tho seaport of 
Lnlea up to the Ocllivura Iron Moun¬ 
tains, forty-seven miles north of the 
polar oircle. This road has been in 
operation two years. It may be consid¬ 
ered the end piece of the oontinnous 
line of railroad of about 1250 miles 
loug, stretching north and south the 
whole length of Sweden! 

Norrland provides not last than 
twenty per cent of the lumber sup¬ 
ply of tho globo—or more than Can¬ 
ada aud almost twice as much as the 
United States.

Cleveland Bajs.

Thef are supposed 
to be a cross between the racehorse 
and the original breeds in the country. 

In color they are bright bay, with 
blaok mane and tail, black points and 
usoally a small white spot between the 
bulbs of tha heel. They are of medium 
size, weighing from 1100 to 1400 
pounds. 'The head is of fair size, with 
an intelligent eye, iiuoly arched neck, 
obliqno shoulders, short back, long 
quarters and strong leg*. 

The Cleveland bay is a general pur¬ 
pose horse, heavy enough for all or-

iu aaeh wing, eight or nine fancy fea¬ 
thers and a few long blacks, all taken 
at the same time.

When domesticated 
it become* wloeiie, nod after u time 
aaeumee a position of authority aud 
becomes master of the situation 


is even more obnoxious to an ostrich 
than on foot, but, so long aa the hors# 
i* not afraid and will *taud up to the 
bird, there ia no fear of an accident. 
As he charge* take care to have yonr 
horse well in hand, aud a* the bird 
makes hi* tlrat strike, catch him by the 
nock and hold on for all you're worth, 
till the bird become* exhausted from 
want of breath and falls. 

The female bird ia seldom vicious.
